No 
sooner are we finished with one, 
we are on our way with another, 
The character of our work ranges 
from the allegory to the realistic, 
and from the bizarre to the clas- 
sic. 

The combination of a_ scenic 
studio which combines all the 
erafts of our trade and art under 
one roof encourages the producer 
to give full vent to his imagina- 
tion, and benefits our organization 
with the superior entertainment 
Publix is able to give the public.
